The Loons.

Occasionally the loon, or great Northern diver, Colymlrus tnr- 
i/iiatax, is seeu in the streums and lakes of the mountains. Its 
cry at night is wild enough; and at times, when a storm Is ap- 
piiiachiug, becomes absolutely terrifying. So dismal a note is 
seldom heard in the mountain solitudes. The clanging noise of 
the wild goose, the harsh croak of the crane, or the huntings of 
the owl, are not as wild and wierd as the cry of the loon. 

This bird In about three feet long from the point of Its bill to 
the end of Its tail, with a spread of wings of about five feet; the 
hill is long, black and pointed; the feet placed very far back on 
short and Btrong legs; the toes webbed, the color being brownish 
black though the feet are grayish blue. In the middle of the 
neck there are two white patches, the neck streaked with white 
and black. The body is glossy black above with some white 
spots; the belly and lower parts are white; the tail brownish 
black. The nock is long, body narrow, the whole frame being 
strongly put together, and presenting a handsome appearance. 
It is unable to walk well on land, the legs being so short; but it 
Is nil excellent swimmer ami diver, remaining for a long time 
under water, and swimming rapidly while beneath the surface. 
It cau stand up while on shore by making a tripod of its legs 
and tail; and by straightening 


from time to time wherever there may be an inviting place, with 
ample opportunity to catch frogs, fish and aquatic insects, which 
they are fond of. In warm weather they seldom leave the water, 
except during the season of laying and hatching, when they walk 
with the assistance of their wings, and if these supports give way 
they fall upon their belly, and have great difficulty in rising. The 
flesh is tough, strong and has a fishy flavor, which is by no’ means 
agreeable. 

Besides the great Northern diver, there are two other loons, 
named respectively the black throated diver (Colymbu* Artlkus) 
and the red throated diver (Ctrltjmbu* Meptentrumalis) found in 
Nortli America, both of which are considerably smaller in size 
than the first named. Their habits are similar, and they are not 
frequently met with, though Richardson says the black throated 
diver is common on the shores of Hudson’s Bay, but is rarely 
seen in the interior. The fact is the range of country over which 
these birds travel is immense, and Audubon says he has frequent- 
ly seen them on the shores of Texas. The black throated diver 
has been divided into two varieties, the Arctims, peculiar to the 
Northeastern coast of America, and the l'acijicus , found on the 
Pacific; but they are the same bird, and have no traits that differ. 
Ttiis In itself proves that the divers frequently cross from one 
ocean to auother. 


The Indians make use of the skins of the great Northern diver 
in ornamenting and quilting their clothing. The skin Is tough 
and the feathers thick, so that it Is quite an acquisition to the red 
man's wardrobe, which at best is not ordinarily characterized by

up its long neck is able to see a 
considerable distance. When 
alarmed it swims very low in 
the water, not more than an 
inch of the line of the buck 
with the neck and bead being 
visible. It is almost Impossible 
to shoot these birds, as they dive 
instantly upon seeing the flash 
of the gun, and rise to the sur¬ 
face a considerable distance 
away, after a lapse of some 
time. The bird then keeps 
turning its head in every direc¬ 
tion, watching for danger, and 
(living again upon the next flush 
of the gun. When followed by 
the hunter it docs not attempt 
lo fly, but relies upon diving 
and its ability to remain under 
water for its safety. In shal¬ 
low creeks, where it sometimes 
lights, it is killed, as the bird 
then has no chance to dive. I 
hove seen expert hunters try 
their skill for half a day upon a 
loon where it had a chance to 
dive, and then give up the pur¬ 
suit as hopeless, after having 
expended a great deal of pow¬ 
der and shot. The only birds 
that can compare with It as div¬ 
ers are the darter and the auk. It 
has been known to be caught In 
the nets of the fisherman, and 
has been hauled ashore with a 
llsli line, after it had' eaten the 
bait ou the fish hook. 


In this city we have gone through with your experiences, and 
have met with the same defiance, but have established at last a 
wholesome dread of the law, and a sincere spirit of reform. 

The Cuvier Club has been a prosecutor for years. We have 
never lost a case from insufficiency of proof. All those which 
have gone against us were by reason of technical defects in the 
statute as It stood. But it stands corrected now. When we dis¬ 
covered the loop-holes, we solicited better legislation and got It 
finally. 80 that we are now in possession of a law which enables 
us to act decisively and efficiently. 

Our detective lately reported three cases of illegal seining. 
The parties were Debold Wrinkles, Vincent Winning and his Bon 
Jacob Winning, who were immediately arrested and taken before 
a Justice of the Peace. After a hearing they were bound over 
to the Orand Jury, which was then in session, and thereupon, 
by their attorneys, they uttered threats of BUits, and counter pros¬ 
ecutions and endless litigations and fearful retaliations. But us 
the attorney of the club I had been accustomed to such vapor- 
ings upon all such occasions. Within forty-eight hours the Grand 

Jury indicted them, andimmedi

Tlie females build their nests on the ground near the water in 
marshy places, forming them of grass and rushes. They general¬ 
ly lay three eggs, which are about four iuclies long, and two and 
“ half inches broad, of a dttll greenish color with Borne small 
spots of brown; the little ones take to the water as soon as 
hatched. 

The swimming of these birds, like other web footed ones, is 
simply walking under water, one foot being moved forward, the 
Web at the same time doubling up, so as to offer no resistance, 
while the other is pushed back with the web extended to its ut¬ 
most limits; at the same time the wings arc unfolded, and used 
like broad puddles in assisting the bird forward. It Is not sur¬ 
prising therefore to see how swiftly and readily they swim, as 
they may be said not only to walk but to fly under water. 

The loon flies well, and makes long journeys from the far 
North to the open ponds and lakes of the mountain region. It is 
solitary in Its habits, and it is a rare thing to see more than two 
of them In the same lake. More commonly only one is seen, and 
he amuses himself In a leisurely kind of a way in catching flsli. 
Tlie eyes of the loon have not a gentle expression, but seem un¬ 
tamed and.savage to a remarkable degree. 

boons are suld to be quite common on Utah bake, where they 
remain till late In the Fall. They may stay during the Winter 
months in the upland lakes and streams, but there is no positive 
ivldouee that bucIi Is the case. From Wyoming Territory they 
may fly d ue South, which would take them somewhere down ou 
the Gulf of California, where the weather Is mild during the Win¬ 
ter months. Being strong of wing and determined of purpose 
their Joumoys are frequently of groat length, with short delays 


any great degree of variety, and any kind of skin whether of bird 
or animal does not come amiss. Four of these skins would go 
far towards making a cape, which would be both warm and water 
proof. The savages of the Northwest coast know the value of 
bird skins, and many a cloak is made by them composed entirely 
of duck skins, well lined with cloth, which they have procured 
from the traders. The love of finery among the savages takes a 
thousand different shapes, and they know how to utilize the spot¬ 
ted skin of the loon as well as any people In the world. 

In the month of April, 1873, Lieut. F. U. Robinson shot a black 
throated diver In Black’s Fork of Green river, near Fort Bridger. 
The bird flew over the post, and discovering it he at once made 
chase with his rifle, supposing at first that it was a wild goose. 
When within three hundred yards of It, it endeavored to dive, but 
the water was too shallow, and It continued trying to dive, and 
splashing the water about until the Lieutenant was within about 
a hundred and fifty yards, when lie let drive with his rifle, and 
sent a bullet spinning through the creature’s neck, when It 
dropped at once. It wna a very handsome specimen, and the 
only one of the kind I have ever seen In the mountains. This 
bird was no doubt wending its way to some of tlie upland lakes, 
and thinking there was a good chance for a supper in the Fork, 
came down and was soon afterward shot. The divor did not at¬ 
tempt to fly, but all Its efforts were bent on diving, but as the 
water was not deep enough it could not do so. Here the instinct 
of the diver got the better of it, as I have no doubt it could have 
got out of the way by flyiug If It had tried to do so. But the 
poor bird may have been very tired, and have flown a long dis¬ 
tance before lighting on the water. 


ately thereafter, in the humblest 
spirit of contrition, they begged 
for mercy. The result was, that 
upon being vouched for by some 
of the best citizens of their vi¬ 
cinity, they were allowed to plead 
guilty, lined inthelowestsuinof 
the law, and solemnly promised 
in open court never to offend 
again. Jacob Winning then vol¬ 
unteered to act as detective for 
the club hereafter. 

While this was going on, three 
more sinners in another town¬ 
ship were arreBted and brought 
in. Warned by the fate of the 
others, and awed by the evident 
determination to follow them to 
the end, they at once plead guilty 
and paid the penalty. One of 
these, a very respectable mau, 
after hearing the objects of the 
club explained, as to which he 
had previously been misinform¬ 
ed, presented Ids name to be¬ 
come a member of the club, 
that he might have its praitiye in 
future to aid him in suppressing 
all violations. 

These are only the latest, not 
the whole of the cases of this 
year, aud they are cited to give 
you encouragement in your 
labors. 

But it seems passl ng strange to 
me, that while as I know there 
are several ardent devotees of 
sport amongthepromiueut mem¬

so as to put them beyond question in mere matters of identity 
or delivery It Is to be hoped they will do so now; meantime, I 
repeat, “keep the ball in motion.’’

THE ST. LKGEK, ETC’.

London, Eno., Sept 14, 1877. 

The hundredth anniversary of the St, Leger stakes, one of the most 
Important of our classic races, renmius but as matter for history. In 
the calender of the sporting Yorksbiremau. “T’Leger on t’ toou moo' 1 " 
marks the most important day in all the twelve mouths round, and Its 
popularity is beyond all question. From the victory of one or 
other or the equine wonders.dat.es are calculated and 1 was almost 
about to sav ‘’nativities cast.” How many curious Derby riddles has 
not the decision of the famedSelleuger unravelled7 One solid reason 
for its great popularity Js that the fillies meet the colls on much more 
satisfactory terms than could be expected iu the “ticklish and merry 
month of May.” The superior quality of the “Indies” In Certain years 
has often enough been proved at Doncaster. Established In 1776 the 
Ht. Leger did not receive its name till two years later, and It is 
thus exactly a ceuiury Bince the race was known under Its preseut 
cognomen. As its origin we find. In reference to the Racing Calen¬ 
der for that year that a sweepstakes of 25 guineas each for three- 
year-olds; colts, 8st.: fillleB, 7«t. 12lbs.; one two-mile beat was run for 
the 24lh September with six subscribers. In 1778 the race was promoted 
to the St. Leger Stakes. Colonel St. Leger who resided at that period 
at Park Hill, Doncaster suggested the idea of running annually fora 
sweepstake on the terms aud conditions above quoted. At & dluner on 
the entry day in 1777, at the Red Lion, Doncaster, the Marquis of Rock¬ 
ingham being in the chair, the race was Darned by that nobleman, the 


St. Leger, iu complement to Its founder, the colonel. For many years 
the contest was confined almost solely to north country horses. The 
dilUcultlu* iu conveying animals from the southern training grouuds 
before steam was in use, keeping the two divisions very dlstluct. In 
1806. however. Champion, the winner of the Epsom Derby.was put iu 
competition and secured the coveted prize, and since then seven other 
blue riband heroes have added lustre to their fame on the Town Moor, 
three grand horses -Surplice, Flying Dutchman and Voltlgeur—accom¬ 
plishing the feat iu successive years West Australian, Gladlateiir and 
Lord Lyon, achieved the still inure Imposing feat of wluning the Two 
thousand guineas, slakes at Newmarket as well as the other two 
races mentioned ; whilst that famous mare. Formosa won both the One 
thousand and Two thousand guineas, and the Oaks before securing, the 
event under notice. She only needed to have won Derby to lay cluim to 
a sallsliinl in 1832 the stakes was altered to &»* sovs each, Imlf forfeit, 
the welgiits being for colls 8 si. 6 II*. and fill lea 8 st. 8 lb.; and the 
owner of the second horse, received €100 out of the pool. Later on the 
weights were again altered, and ns Is well known colls now carry Hst.

Ten days back the number likely to face the starter did not appear 
likely to exceed u dozen, and Of these eVeu not half of them seemed to 
lmve‘a ghost of a chance. The betting indicated that Silvio, Lady Go 
lightly. Fontainebleau. Plunger. Strachino and Brown Prince were 
likely to have the race to themselves; but notwithstanding the appear- 
mice it lost uoue of its interest, as showu by tbo crowd that mustered 
on Tuesday morning early trt witness the final gallop of the 
favorites, each of whom had u select coterie of ad 
inkers. More than the usual number of uuiumls have 

succumbed to the eventualities of training this time, and three promi¬ 
nent candidates that may be mentioned Were Cham&nt and Glen 
Arthur.

l’lio International lUlle Match Reviewed. 

Ciiioauo, Oct. I, 1877. 

Editor CittcAUO Field:— There hue been considerable talk and 
crowlnK ovor the victory or the Americau team over the British team iu 
the late International Rifle Match; hut a calm review of the match and 
it# surrounding* do not ahow such cause for extreme laudation aa la 
bulnu generally Indulged. I do uol speuk from any feeling pro or con 
aa to the nationalities of tbe team#, nut desire to discuss the facta uu 
their merit*. 

To begin with, the member# of the American team were thoroughly 
acquainted with every variation and change of the wind or weather that 
uiighL occur and with the clients of such changes upon the shooting. 
When tbe wind changed a point or two, from old habit they knew how 
to adjust gauges to me t the change. When the barometer fell, nr the 
aky became overclouded and changed the light, they were ready with a 
corresponding adjustment of sights and elevation to counteract evil 
effects. Nearly every man of the American team had bceu practicing 
«>u tbe Creeduioor range twice, sometimes three limes a week, from tbe 
opening of the season in the Spring till the day of the match, Mr. 
Jackson only being foreign to the range, and he bad had far more 
practice than any individual of the visiting team. 

‘ The old adage *uys, "Practice makes perfect.”' aud if it is bused upon 
truth, the Americun team should have beeu far more perfect on the 
Creedmoor range than the British. If this Internationa) Hide Mutch is 
to be any test of the respective merits of the riileiueu of the two conti- 
ncuts, it must be shoL over a rauge as foreigu to the one team as the 
other. Give each team a fair auioum of practice on the range prepara¬ 
tory to the contest, and let the record show which team of eight is the 
best. 

Vet 1 believe that this system will not urriVe at any dellnite conclu¬ 
sion, for under such circumstances, if a series of mulches were shot, 
the positions and scores would vary in each. .Not only would oue team 
best the other to-day and be heuieu to-morrow. but one marksman 
would lead the score to-day, and the next day "adorn the tall." Take 
the scoring in the Americun team irlal contests, arid tbe International 
match, ana also*lhe scores during the Fall muetiug at Creedmoor. July 
|B, Lamb and Allen lie on 200; on the 24th Jewell leads the scure with 
•212, and Jackson wins second with 211. but Allen only scores 181 uud 
Lamb 185. On the 25th Allen comes to 207 uud Fulton, who ou the day 
previous made 180, made 202; Blydeuburg'* scores were the other way. 
being 2-14 and 185 respectively, ou 24 uud 25. Ou July 31 uud August 1. 
Frank Hyde made 193 and 207, whilst Jewell made 2u5 and 192, Weber 
177 uud 2tKI, Lamb 198 and 181, Coleman 108 and 199. On the 7th and 
8 tll, Bakin made 188 uud 210. The team having been selected, Jewell 
stands at the Lop of tbe list with Allen secouri in the aggregates, whilst 
the tail of the Lenin ia Blydeuburg and Bruce. Uu August 21 and 2 *i 
Hyde leads the race with 214 and 205, hut Blydenhurg makes 200 and 
178. whilst Jewell drops from the bend of the team down towards the 
bottom with 199 and 195. On the 21el the Crescent city Club appears 
and Sulph leads with 2oi wtiile Glynn tails with 171, Eyrich scoring 134. 
Ou August 29 uud 3u, days favorable to high scoring at Crecdiuoor, and 
much alike each other, the scores ure very even (lay for da), oelph 
making 212 aud 210 ou the two days. Ou hept. 4 and 5 we dud Lamb 
scoring 211 uud 199, whilst Jewell scores 198 uud 209, being lust on oue 
day and tlrsi tbe uext. Selph here begins to fall off, scoring |fiu each 
day, hut change of ammunition was said to be the cuuee. Glynn scored 
189 and 177. 

iu the international match Blydenburgh nud Bruce preserve (heir 
relative positions, but ut the head of ibe team instead of at its tail, 
whilst Ueueral Dakin, who led the scores during the shooting after the 
team was selected, is the last man. in the British team Milner, whose 
score was always ut the best during tbe practices, und whose general 
average was wonderfully uniform and high, stood dftb in order ou 
the scores during the mutch. Look ut the Champion's Match at Creed 
moor fail meeting and uote the scores at 1,000 yards. Hyde and Bruce 
of the American team have 37 and 45 to ttu ir respective credits; Milner 
and livaus have 39 and 45 respectively, yet there was only 11 points be¬ 
tween ihe lirst two. and only 6 points between Milner aud Evans out of 
a possible 450. Selpb on that day scores 30 out of 50 at l,0uu yards, but 
on the next day he comes to the front, uud iu the Wimbledon cup 
makes 137 out of 150. Dr. Rider, of Rochester, loo, who ou the pre¬ 
vious dav only scored 27out of 50, made 185 lu tbe Wimbledon cup match 
and Kynch, who scored 32 iu the oue, made 134 iu the latter. Ju the 
Wimbledon cup match Washburn scored 121, yet for the Spirit'* prizes 
Washburn unexpectedly goes to the from, whilst Bruce. Evan# (who 
iu tbe British team made equal to tbe top score 412) aud Fultuu go away 
down tbe score list with 184, 182 and 187 respectively. This match 
moreover affords u greater evidence of tbe ups and downs of rifle 
shooting than all these individual showings.for upon lotaiiugthe scores 
of the members of the British and Americau teams the following re-

These various illuetralions. 1 think, will show that there are a cerluin 
number of marksmeu of average excellence greater then that of the 
majority. Among this selocl few there are some that will be ofteuer 
perhaps near the top than near the bottom, but day iu aud day out, 
other things being equal, they themselves will show "much of a much 
uess." 

Considering lack of practice and average equality, we cannot lay 
such great stress ou the individual superiority of our marksmen over 
all others. But we have a right to claim for the American Team a 
superiority over every other team , for it has beeu demonstrated iu four 
contests. 

Bul why is there Ibis collective superiority of eight men against 
eight men of equal individual merit? Let rne try to suggest causes. 
The newspapers generally reported tuat more exact discipline prevailed 
amongst our men; but this can be uccouuted for by the fact ibai Brit¬ 
ish marksmeu were unaccustomed to shoot together till during the 
practices previous to the match, whilst seven of the American Team 
were weekly shooting together ulinosL since rifle shooting hud origins 
ted in ibis country. Tbe difference of climate may have had something 
to do with it, bul the fortnight's acclimatization must nave obviated 
this greatly. We must look still further for a reasonable cause, aud it 
seems to me that that cause is the difference of weupous. 

The British team shot with muzzle-loaders-the American team 
with breech-loaders. * Sir Henry llaiford, an experienced marksman, 
scored a miss on the first day because he forgot to put a bullet in his rifle! 
This could not occur with a breech loader, and thus in the 
two days shooting thero was a possibility of many misses 
to the oue team which tbi-re was not for tbe other. 
Then, again, we know or believe that a ball will travei 
truer out of a rifle that is cleau than out of oue whose groves are clog 
ged with even the smallest particles of foreign substances. A breech¬ 
loader can be uuickly cleaned, aud it can ul once be seen whether it is 
clean or not. It Is no use arguing that you can clean the muzzle- 
loader as easily, for if you cau, yon cauuot bu sure that it is clean. It 
is no use saving that tbe loading of the lille cleans It. for there is 
fouling, and this fouling must go somewhere, and after forty rounds 
evco a single speck of dirt left behind ut each round fired would make 
some perceptible additional friction. Home may argue that the breech¬ 
loader is not made safe or gas tight, but two years experience at Creed- 
more aud throughout the couutry proves that tbe American rifle at least 
it sound on this point. 

1 cannot see any advantage in the muzzle-loader, except for u Lap 
hazard, lazy man. who doeMnot care to make sure that the rifle i* cleau. 
To sum up the advantages of a breech loader, 1 would make the fol¬ 
lowing points: Facility of cieuning, surety of loading, rapidity of 
preparation, general coinfort and ease in louulug. and certainty of put¬ 
ting iu the correct charge. A muzzle-loading man may talk about tbe 
bother of preparing sheila over ulgbt, and the liability of not puttiug in 
a correct, powder charge. Bul this seems to be moonshine. A man can 
surely load belter when quiet (and calm by himself, than In the hutly- 
burley of actnal coolest. Why, I should think that this advantage alone 
would kill tbe muzzle loader. If Sir Henry Halford does not adopt a 
breech loader, be will be kicking against Providence. 

I think, then,the American rifle cau lay us much claim to tbe credit of 
the victory as Americau men. Will ’o the Wise.

J. C. M.— I have a pointer dog. eight years old, which, for nearly two 
mouths, has had an eruption ou ills skin, closely resembling rush in 
human beings. The only parts which seem lo be ulfected, are the thighs 
aud belly, where there is no hair, lie scratches a great deal, but other¬ 
wise is well, and everything about him. such as eves, tongue, coat und 
bowels seem to be uormul. His appetite is good, und be is fed once n 
day ou oatmeal uud milk with scrap* from Ihe table containing a very 
little cooked nu-at. He bus plenty of exercise and is in good condi¬ 
tion, being neither thin nor fat. About a mouth since I begun giving 
him dally a teaspoon fill of sulphur, but it, apparently, did no good, and 
1 discontinued It. I theu gave Fowler's solution, begiuuiug with ten 
drops daily aud increasing gradually until 1 give uow thirty drops dully. 
This. also, has no effect upon his system. Since I have given him the 
arseulc, l have bathed him twice a week, with carbolic acid oue part, 
water, thirty parts, aud I think he has improved a trifle under this 
treatment, but it Is only trifle. Cau you advise me what to do? Ana.— 
You are feeding your dog too richly, aud this has induced surfeit. DIm- 
coutiuue the oatmeal, and feed table scraps only, with u large propor¬ 
tion of vegetables. Give tbe dog a dose of oil to open his bowels, and 
he will probably coiue right shortly. The dose of urseuic you are giv 
lug is u large oue. and as R la a powerful Louie, you hud belter leave it 
off by degrees; meantime its use in more moderate quantities will be 
beneficial. 

W. A. Van B., ilorricon.-What is the cause of bunches, like ilea 
bites, coming on a dog. aud what Is the remedy? These appear, gen¬ 
erally after the dog has beeu worked. Sbe has been in this condition 
for about six weeks. Her eyes are red and discharge a little. Ans.— 
Such manifeatatious are common at. the first of tbe season, especially 
with dogs that are iu high flesh. They are caused by over healing the 
blood. As a general thing they disappear without the aid of medicine, 
but a small dose of physic is often beneficial. 

L. U.. Rock Island. 111. Please answer in your next issue, what is a 
dropper? Aus.—A mongrel—a cross between a poiuter and a setter. 
veterinary, 

11. B. N.. Mayviltc. Ky.—I have a flue mare about seven years old 
which is disfigured very much by small lumps or knots on her side and 
ueck. They do not aceiu to hurt her any or Interfere with traveling. 
She has had these knots ever since I got her. now nearly ten months 
ago. Old borseuieu attribute it to too much grain, advising mu to Lurn 
her out in pasture. This I did with no apparent benefit. What, can 
be done for her? Ans.—Tbe treatment of the above case would depend 
entirely upon tbe nature of the lumps, which are not sufficiently de¬ 
scribed to enable us to form a diagnosis; but we think that, probably, 
thev are tbe result of Indurated fly bites or slings; if they are dry. bard 
and deiurhed. they cun be removed with a kulfe by opeuiug the skin 
over them and dissecting them out, taking a stitch iu them and dress¬ 
ing them with a solutiou of carbolic acid—one to twenty-five of water; 
but if they are eruptions of any kind from surfeit or other causes, tbe 
horse would need both constitutional and local treatment. Let us 
know more of the nature aud symptoms of the case and we will advise 
you. 

It. II.. Guthrie. I have just lost a valuable setter bitch by sudden and 
strange death. I sent her away to bu bred the 15th; she was bred ou 
the 21st. and returned Lo me ou the 21th, but did not ruacb me till the 
27th. She was shipped iu asinull, well veutilutud box. When returned 
she was in bud condUiun, would not eat well, and was lame in the left 
foreleg. Shu continued lame until the 8th of September, but was nppar 
eully u* well os she bad been in Lhe evening, and deud ttie m-xt morning. 
After death she Imd a while froth ou her jaws. 1 opened her and 
fouud her bowels slightly colored red with a quantity of blood about 
them. There was nothing iu her stomach, her supper having been all 
digested. Her kiduc)# were all right, but her liver was quite black and 
bloody. She hud a very putrid smell upon being opened, fan you tell 
me what was tbe cause of her death, aud whettier it was due to poison? 
Aus. —Ir is impossible to speak with any certainly. It probably is that 
death wae caused by acute inflammation of the bowels. 

O. I).. Ann Harbor. Mich.—One of my driving Imrses bus something 
the matter with his mouth, as he slavers terribly while driving, and he 
is inclined to pull more ou one side of the bit than the other. Is it 
anything wrong with the teeth? Arts.—It la due to the edges of the 
molar teeth becoming so sharp by wearing ugaiuat each other us to 
scarify tbe tongue and cheeks, and tbe corner tooth being sharp cut# 
the cheek as it is pulled ugainet It by the bit, andcauaes him to pull off 
to one aide. Have the spurn edges rasped off by a rasp made lor the 
pnrpooe, aud it will probably effect a cure.

Proper Age Tor Breeding. I

The extremes of agent which dogs are tit for Brooding is u h 
question upon which much difference of opinion exists. Many d 
meu argue that nature never errs, ami the presence of an lncH- a 
nation hitherto withheld is the heat possible proof that the hitch li 
is capable of assuming the trials of maternity with impunity. U 
They claim, too, that the best produce is obtained when the u 
mother is young and vigorous, as she then imparts similar quali- 1: 
ties to her" offspring in excess of those bestowed at any other pc 
Hod. Such theories, though possible, are still erroneous, because w 
no allowance Is made for the unnatural inlhienees which an aril- a 
lieiul life of domes!ieatinn lias produced. In a state or uature, 
animals develop more slowly nml arrive at malurily later than in 
tile hot bed of an unnatural existence. We breed for an early 
development of the higher faculties, and these draw after them a _ 
corresponding comparative change in those physical attributes j 
which are most lutlucnccd and dependent upon ttie senses > 

_but the trouble is, that the growth of bone ami muscle requires s 

time, which cannot be shortened, and we consequently hate a ^ 
matured desire witli an immature body, and naturally the tme t 
cannot be gratitled except at the expense of the other. It left c 
to herself, nature, does uot err. hut she may he so overpowered by 
external forces that her operations are hurried, and a really false ( 
condition of tliiugs he the result. l 

Until an animal has fully attained its growth, it must be ovl- l 
dent that all its energies are needed for self-support and nniinte- f 
nance, and that any demand which distracts a portion of those t 
forces from the one end of physical development, must tie pernicious 
ill the extreme. A comparison of cases demonstrates the fact fc 
that very few, if any, bitches arc fully grown under two years. 
Some precocious ones, may indeed, mature at eighteen months, , 
but even iu such instances, no harm, at least, will be done by gl\- 
W them the benefit of the doubt. Most bitches come in season i 
for the first time when one year old, but this merely shows that ( 
they have reached a condition foreshadowing future duties, and < 
not that they are already prepared to meet them. It is true that 
strength and vigor are most, essential in the mother, hut they are • 
never so apparent as in the prime of life, when they may be said 
to be in excess of the demand by the hitch herself, and therefore 
all the more likely to impress their characteristics upon the 
embryo. 

It is conceded that males develop more slowly than females; a 
still greater time allowance should, therefore, lie made before a 
dog Is put to stud uses. Fully six additional months arc needed 
to bring a dog up to an equality with a bitch of two years, and if 
studed before he readies this age, proofs of weakness will eer 
talnly be detected iu at least some of his get. 

While a bitch comes to maturity earlier, she also maintains her 
procreative powers iu full perfection longer than the dog docs, 
provided lie is kept in the stud. This is due to the fact that as 
the hitch usually comes ill season hut twice a year, there cannot 
be such a tax upon the svstem, aud consequent waste of nervous 
force, as there is with a"dog which is more frequently studed. 
Post mortem examinations show that the waste ot nerve tissue is 
very rapid aud extensive iu stud dogs, a fool, not to he won¬ 
dered at when tiie extremely sensitive organization of the animal 
is considered. A comparatively early decline, therefore, follows 
us a natural consequence in all, save exceptionally strong indi¬ 
viduals. If we take the average of life in the dog at twelve 
years, he is evidently going down hill with every year after his sixth, 
and consequently less capable of enduring the strain of contin¬ 
ued exertiou, so that if he is not retired from the public stud at 
this age, he will soon cease to be of value as u stock animal. If 
retired, with the cessation of excessive demand, a reaction very 
frequently takes place, and by proper care and attention, he may 
he preserved for a considerable time with the ability to beget 
strong and healthy offspring. 

The London Bench Show. 

London, Canada, Sept. 29, 1877. 

Editor Chicago Field:—L ondon, the less, better known in 
Canada, as the Forest City, has had its first dog show, which 
proved in every way a complete success. The arrangements of 
the show were very good; we have seen larger shows, but thanks 
to the exertions of Mr. Lincoln, the manager, we never saw one, 
that from beginning to end, was better arranged and better man¬ 
aged. The entries were between two and three hundred, and were 
divided into 31 classes. The judging was done by the old veterans, 
jno. Davidson and Mr. L. H. Smith, except the English setter 
classes, this was done alone by Mr. Davidson. Mr. Smith object¬ 
ing to act, for the reason that several dogs bred by him and owned 
by other parties, were entered for competition. The judging, on the 
whole, we considered very good. All those who won tlrst prize were 
particularly well satisfied; tho6e who won second, a little less so, 
and most of those who did not win any were, as usual, quite dis¬ 
satisfied, and as a matter of course, considered the judges did not 
know their business. 

One attraction of the show was the showing of Mr. Smith s tro¬ 
phies, which were nicely arranged in a glass case, and made a 
verv nice display; he also showed, not for competition, the cele¬ 
brated dog, Paris, aud Mb dam, Dart. We thought Paris did not 
look as well as when we saw him in the ring at New York, com- 
. petingfor the well won cup, for the best dog in the show, but 
Dart looks as young as wheu she crossed the Atlantic with her 
belly of Field Trial whelps, which afterwards became so celebrated. 
We should think the old lady has been as profitable to Mr. 
Smith as a Duchess cow, for she has turned out puppies by the 
dozen,all of which have been sold at prices varying from *50 to *500,

Homer gives a line 
Instance of ttiis in the “Odyssey." Ulysses, after an absence of 
twenty years, was recognized by his old deer-hound.

The story, no doubt is fictitious, but Homer was too sagacious to 
violate nature by deviating far from what lie had himself seen or 
known We don’t wonder much at the memory of tile horse, Hie 
dog, or Hie elephant, we have seen or heard so many instances of 
it; hut 1 will relate a conspicuous exhibition of it among tlio 
feathered race. I give it as told to mo in a letter from my 
brother. 

‘Mr. K- tamed a jackdaw, keeping it for a year or two, and 

we all liked Jackv. When I went about lie sat on my shoulder, 
pecking at my wliiskers. Every moruiug my sister pulled the

ufUT night; some might discover an abundance of better food 
elsewhere, and so might the beggar. Again if the dog is fright¬ 
ed and tukes to flight, the instinct of self-preservation would 
cause him to retreat through the only hole; all dogs would do 
tlic same; had there beeu many holes and the dug had chosen the 
one that would have been tLe best for his retreat, he would have 
displaced reason; different dogs would probably have chosen dif¬ 
ferent holes. 

As to the cat, Dr. Cameron seems to think that the one hi a 
thousand” that hunts hares and rabbits, does it instinctively. Is 
it through lack of intelligence that she disdains to catch mice? 
Ami does intelligence cause it to be contrary to the instinct of the 
il9t> to hunt Imres and rabbits? According to my definition, which 
i>r. Cameron appears to think absurd, it is reason that makes 
“one cat in a thousand” hunt for hares and rabbits, and I think I 
am right. I will relate un incident which occurred recently .— 
One evening, I heard sounds proceed from a closet, which I felt 
Bure wen*.caused by a mouse vigorously gnawing a Ipscultr. I had 
seen our cat on several occasions leave the closetwfth a mouse in 
)iis mouth, and 1 knew there was u box three parts full of dog bis¬ 
cuits, many of which had l>ccn gnawed. I at once sought the 
cut, a very successful hunter of mice and small birds, and re¬ 
turned to the closet as quietly as possible. The gnawing still 
continued, hut ceased abruptly ou my tilting the box ulmost on 
its side, the lid had been removed, und there was no hole in the 
box; the cat at once entered it with his fore quarters, and 1 setto 
work carefully to remove the biscuits.

KotTOU Chic a no Field:—W ishing to test the question of 
bottom between Lhc imported and native bloods, I recently 
challenged “Dug Whip”, to run a four days’ nice, from sun to

I believe, save in udvertised-for sales, “Dog Whip” 
professes the same lack of lucre-seeking (bur stud); but prior to 
idra only General B. F. Butler was supposed hi put “plutc” in Ins 
pocket, as lie has done with his $100 bench wager, saving Jus 
£100 by buying a wateh with Oils. 

Before the dampness left your paper I received two requests 
from native men to share in or shoulder my wager, aud since 
“Dog WhipV’ declination is hosed on the lack of vantage in bring¬ 
ing Ida dogs south, 1 shall not so allow him to escape, as he has 
the same stock here and elsewhere in the South, fully acclimated, 
aud broken on quails; they will heat Nashville, so will “Dog Whip,” 
and I and the elan of Campbell, and nothing but sheer fear of the 
liottom falling out of the blue bucket will restrain him from en¬ 
deavoring to redeem iiis vaunts. I thought, that he thought the

Black Ned fairly won the championship in their judgments, 
Shamrock gave Mr.Winford a perfect “Blue,” saying he found Ills 
old Grouse stock superior to any other, and the Blues improved 
not on it. Mr. George Campbell owned Luke by Carlowitz out 
of Lu, and he aud M. C. Campbell have huuted him with four 
natives, and find he is the first to heel without order, failing to 
stand heat or hard work like Buck or Ida, or the magnificent Joe, 
Jr., who has the “long smelling nose” and personal beauty of 
Elcho, and is probably an equal credit to his sire and dam , 
although the logical “Dog- Whip” damnshis mamma as beingonlyhiB 
step-cousin, when compared to his pa, in hereditament. To this 
dog and not to blue Gladstone, as WTongly alleged by “Dog- 
Whip,” shall I breed Couutess, and have had the engagement with 
Mr. Campbell for many months. In divers matters I find “Dog-

The owner of Mack, shooting alter¬ 
nately with a companion, surpassed the score of the owner of 
Pride, who is a dead shot, though the latter hunted often alone on 
horseback. The owner of Whip and oWuer of Pride, last season, 
drove by my house for a test of Blue versus dropper Guy, and 
they being already in the wugon with their dogs, we rau Guy nine 
miles to Die hunting ground, and he, both on covies and single 
birds, badly beat the scores of both dogs, and running home on 
three legs, he cooled the hot boxes of the wagon. 

2d. “Campbell Bald Addle was the fastest dog he cvcrowncd,” 
uBserteth “Dog-Whip;” 1 know Campbell never owned a slower 
dog, and did not own her—another case of long range seeing; I 
owned her myself. 

The above are speelmeu bricks of “Dog-Whip’s” “hard facts,” 
extremely hard for us, who know the eontrury, to believe. 
Neither do I expect “Dog-Whip” to believe what 1 and 
the owner of Maude know } which is, we hunted Countess aud 
Maude together last season, Maude 3 years, Countess 18 months, 
and the points, retrieving and all, were equal, save Countess’ su¬ 
perior range. 

3d. “Dog-Whip” says I took water in re Guy v. Stafford. I 
challenged Bluff City to run Stafford v. Guy, and he informed me 
ho was just going to Arkansas prairies aud to accompany him;

postponed the hunt. Stafford injured a leg on the railroad truck 
and the match dropped by mutual consent; there was no backing out. 
The owner, then, of Stafford, is fully as well aware of tlieahove as 
am I, and Mr. Dew says, Whip, whom Guy beat, is superior to 
Stafford.

Bench Show Standards. 

Aljiany, N. Y., Sept. 29, 1877. 

Eumnt Chicago Field: —Let us take up the question of size 
of hone, muscle and substauce, that has attracted bo much atten¬ 
tion of late. 

1 beg to he permitted in this connection to say, for the past 
twenty years I believe there are but few gentlemen in this coun¬ 
try that have hunted more, ami traveled further in pursuiL of 
fieldvqjorts than the writer. And 1 have had duriug these years 
not a little experience with dogs in the field—have often followed 
and hunted over one dog on the prairies for a month in succes¬ 
sion, from morning lill nightfull, without any rest, except, ou the 
Sabbath. 

I fully ugree with “Dog Whip,” that “a dog’s whole carcase 
should he full of quality and muscle.” As 1 write I east my eye 
ou the Chicago Field of June 10, and there he is certainly an ad¬ 
vocate for light weights. He says: “1 beg to differ from Mr. 
Burges as to what constitutes physical quality in setters. Instead 
of hone, muscle aud substance being requisite for speed, it can be 
clearly shown that the opposite is the better formation.” Is 
speed the only requisite in the setter? Do we not require in the 
field, lasting, staying [sjwers? Can we get speed, lasting and 
staying qualities in the absence of bone, muscle and substance? 
If you can, the writer lias never witnessed it in mail, horse nor 
dog. 

To better illustrate this point, I would refer your readers to the 
recent great scull-race on Saratoga lake. For particulars see the 
New Vol k Herald of Aug. 2!)th, for the discussion of the giants 
that contested in Unit race, all over live feel eleven inches, (where 
were the light weights)! I will only quote the weight and meas¬ 
urement of the winner, from the Herald: Charles E. Courtney, 
Height, 0 ft. ) in., weight, 170 lbs.; chest, 421-in.; bleeps, 13-in.; 
forearm. 1 2 J-in.; thigh, 22£-in.; calf, 13|-in. The lightest 
wctght of the three contestants was 102 lbs. The same rule will 
appiy to tiie horse ami the dog. Wlmt man accustomed to the 
chase, would select from a score of horses, to follow the hounds 
over a rough country, one deficient either in size, lame or muscle. 

I have owned several dogs, that in gnod working condition to" 
take tiie Held would weigli from 05 to 70 Ills, with plenty of hone 
and muscle, and some Iteef, as their weight plainly indicates. Ami 
these dogs had what is ueecssury to a lasting dog, as it is to a 
lasting man or horse, viz: good constitutions, and were hearty 
funlcls. One of tile dogs above alluded to, I purchased at three 
years old, and allot over him for nine years, often using him for a 
month in succession, everyday except the Sabbath, and 1 never had 
to urge him. He was always fast enough. 1 have another dog 
271 inches at the shoulder; girth of chest., 33 Inches. I have shot 
over him for three years and worked him about the same as the 
tlrst named dog. I have Imd large experience with three dogs of 
the weight given, ami 1 never saw a gentleman on the prairies or 
in the mountains fast enough for the dogs. Oil tiie contrary, 
when the dogs made any mistakes it was almost invariably to lie 
attributed to too much speed. 

Within rifle shot of where I am writing, in the bosom of tiie 
Alleghenies, lives an old friend. Hu is tile owner 
of a hound called 3am. Sam has plenty of bone, 
muscle and substance. He is a heavy, stout built, well propor¬ 
tioned hound, and has for years coursed over these mountains 
against all corners, has often been seen to go over fences side by 
side witli many a noble stag, and always leading the paek. Sam 
lias had many hard, rough contests, and is always the last to leave 
tiie trail. He was roughly handled last fall by an old buck, and 
came near finishing ids course in the face of his enemy. Many 
a noble buck has fallen at tlic crook of his owner’s rifle. 

I could give you my experience with a light-walsied fax! dog, 
so fast that at tiie end of the third day's hunt (oiythe prairies one 
thousand miles from home), I found my dog ,a*e <1 up and was 
compelled to telegraph to Chicago to an old friend for tiie loan 
of a dog, hut I will not trespass on your eoluinns further. I beg 
however to refer your readers to the communication of Arnold 
Burges, in the Chicago Fiei.o of Sept. 22, ns containing 
information well worthy the careful perusal of every lover of tile 
dog, as well as of every gentleman fond of jMd xpurls. 

I ought to add that my continuous hunting has usually com¬ 
menced tiie first of September, July and August, as a rale, being 
too hot for man or dog. Pkajkie.

Knrroit Chicago Fikui:—I would ask the privilege of saying 
a few words, only a few, in reply to your criticisms on wlmt 1 hud 
to say in your paper of tiie 22d September. Now, I am tlic last 
one who desires, or would take any chances on losing any “no¬ 
bility of character,” for we none of us have so much tlrnt wo can 
afford to lose any, und when I criticised tlic rules under which 
the dogs, were worked at tiie Hampton trials, it was the rules, 
and not to stlgmutize cither man or dog; hut to merely 
give my Ideas, based oil what are tiie rules, and to show that 
under those rules, the best dog lias not n fair chance to win, 
although it is said the chances are equal to all. Now, on that 
point, particularly, I differ in opinion. At Memphis, last Fall, 
the winning pup was broken to win, and yet did this pup receive 
the plaudits of sportsmen as coming up to the standard of what a 
first-class field dog should bc( Certainly not; and whyl Be¬ 
cause she was broken to win under the rules, and the owner well 


understood his piuee, and kept the pup close hi him, not risking 
to throw her ahead, ami by that means detracted from Isabel a 
reputation that she Imd within her to achieve, if the rules had 
said, “Let her out, and give tier a chance to show she is at liberty 
to provfc her nose aud staunchness.” Now,'this is not bearing on 
what I had to say on tiie 22d lust, lit regard to the judges con¬ 
sulting the handler of the dog, but I wish to 
strougly intimate that this consulting, shuws that there 
is a very flagrant wrong done toward the dog, whose work sliould 
be consulted. Now please understand me. The dog cither has 
a true point, or he lias not. The owner or tiie handler eanuot 
tel), especially witli a pup, if ills point Is false or true, until the 
mutter is tested by tiie rise of the bird, and because the handler 
of the ilog does not claim a point, when the dog actually has a 
true one, I say tire dog is entitled to Ids point, and should not 
run any elmnce of losing it by the say of tiie handler. To say to 
tiie handler, “it’s too had you did not claim that point, when it 
lias been seen tiie dog was' staunch as a rock ami had Ids game, 
is, I say, too bad for the dog, and under sucli decisions throws 
tlic reputation of a dog in too mueli jeopardy, and makes ids 
chances a chance of luck, based on the option of a dishonest or 
ignorant handler. Now, I am not one of those, who have any 
prejudices against breeds or kinds, except to my own personal 
knowledge, based on an uetual trial, that tireed or strain has not 
come up to the standard of other kinds. 1 would us leave Imve 
“Nelly” win us any, if she won on her merits, (and 
X have not, nor would not intimate that she did 
not win or hers.) If it will appear more liberal, I will 
say she did, under the rules. I do not claim to he an L. II. Smith 
man, or any other man’s mail. I am a good dog's man, and have 
(behind Ids hack) praised Mr. Smith’s Field Trial stock, giving 
my objections to size and stamina, tile latter of which lie boasts 
so much of; but I do say, and I am far from being alone in my 
opinions, that if rules are not made so that no jockeying can lie 
indulged in in tiie field, then Held trials will deteriorate, and tliu 
best dogs cannot win, excepting by mere luck. Spoi lsmen do not 
wish to go, and cannot afford to go, to Held trials, when the rules 
admit that this is a game of chance; the field is a roulette table, and 
as tiie wheel is turned, so settles my dog in a pucket that may ruin 
the best dog’s nose thut ever winded game. 

I would say, ill conclusion, in a few Words, what my ideas are 
in regard to working a pup—ur dog either—at a trial: Let him 
go; let the handler choose Ilfs own ground; when tiie dog comes 
to a point, let that point he decided, whether true or false, by the 
actual merits of tiie ease; if he has u bird, give him his full 
points; if not, mark against him. llive him Ids rights, he tie blue 
or native, anil no one hut ail idiot will say hut what I here are good 
ones of iaitli, and u field trial will never prove there is not.

MINNESOTA AWAKE. 

We are pleased to see the sportsmen in some places are begin¬ 
ning to realize the necessity for protecting the game, which the 
accursed amateur pot-hunter, more even than the professional 
pot-huuter, Is fast destroying. It is none to soon, and we hope 
before long to see the sport6incn in every part of the country en¬ 
roll themselves in the ranks of those who are determined to rescue 
our game from the murderous hands of the vaudals who are so 
fast exterminating it. Perhaps our Chicago sportsmen will awake 
from their Rip Van Winkle sleep some day andjlo something. 

Conspicuous among those who are exerting themselves in the 
proper direction, are the sportsmen of Minnesota Last Winter 
they did Home good work. Many of our readers will uo doubt re¬ 
member the seizure by the St. Paul club of a large quantity of 
game en route to a Chicago Water street game dealer. 

With a view to still further check the wholesale murder which 
has been carried on in the State, the sportsmen of St. Paul, Min¬ 
neapolis, Winona, Stillwater, Red Wing, Hastings, Rochester, 
Faribault, Mankato, Owatonna, St. Cloud, Sbakopce, St. Peter, 
and other places too numerous to mention, have procured from 
the commissioner of statistics of the State, T. M. Metcalf, Esq., 
official data, which they have embodied lu a circular to the edi¬ 
tors of the State, with the object of influencing public opinion in 
behalf of the protection of game. The following is the circular 
which has been uumerously signed by residents other than sports¬ 
men, in all parts of the State, and Mr. Metcalf’s statement. 

To tub Editors of Minnesota: 

W« desire to call your earnest attention to some facts and sugges¬ 
tions as to the destruction and preservation of game birds snd beasts in 
this State, which we have received from T. M. Metcalf, commisslouer of 
statistics, and request that you will publish them, and add your per¬ 
sonal influence to tbe formation of such a public opinion as will lead 
to tbe enactment the coming winter of laws prohibiting entirely the ex¬ 
port from this State of any game birds, beasts or flab. 

“Pot hunters should be tbe detestation of mankind.|as they surely are 
of sportsmen. Tbe professional deer-stalker, residing in Illinois, Iowa, 
Michigan and Wisconsin, who has followed the American deer lu its 
flight from New York and Pennsylvania to safety in the pine forests 
and wild regions about our great Northern lakes, makes his regular 
business visit to Minnesota in the latter part of October. Sometimes 
accompanied by trained hounds, a trained woodsman himBelf, with a 
long rifle always, in the use of which the original “Deer Slayer" could 
not nave been more expert. lie makes a contract for the sale or ship¬ 
ment of his game, and at the close of the season rejoins his family 
with his profits, which have beeu entirely abstracted from our State, 
less tbe sums expended for a sack of flonr, a little powder and lead and 
tbe paltry commission to bis shipping agent. 

The greed of these ghouls is rapidly depopulating onr streams, for¬ 
ests and prairies of the game birds, fishes and animals that have been 
onr pride and onr boast. 

This traffic should be made nnlawfnl, their exportation from the 
State should be prohibited in whole, as it now is in part. The ban and 
seal of condemnation should be placed upon it, and it should be made 
at once odious and illegitimate, eloce it is only an Invasion of the 
rights and pleasures of our own people, but is contrary to public pol¬ 
icy, fostering as it does, the aboriginal, barbaric Instincts of man to 
gain a livelihood by hunting and fishing; a livelihood so gained being 
an undoubted drag on civilization and bar to tbe progress of society. 
Tbe men who thrive on poaching and tbe remorseless extermination of 
our game; the greed of tbe midale men, shippers and hucksters; and 
the wasteful slaughter by sportsmen at home and abroad, should be 
punished and restrained by laws of strict enforcement. 

The Canadians patrol their fisheries from every little stream running 
into the gulf of St. Lawrence op through the provinces to Lake Supe¬ 
rior, from the Resttgoucbe to the Nepigon,nnd have restored the salmon 
to their waters, have prevented the extermination of the brook trout 
and derive revenue enough to more than pay the expense of protection! 

Under the wise laws heretofore enacted, onr fish commissioners are 
rapidly and surely stocking our lakes and streams with the finest qaal- 
ity of game and food fishes, and it would be an act of Justice to Uiem 
and ourselves to protect by Btrlngent laws, the luxuries thus to be af¬ 
forded onr people by the act of man supplementing and reinforcing the 
admirable gifts nature has bestowed upon ns. 

We cannot produce deer, brook trout, prairie chickens, pheasants 
Ac., for the people of other States, as articles of commerce. These are 
gifts of nature, and of exceptional excellence to the people residing or 
sojourning here. They are, among others, our natural attractions, as 
much bo as scenery, air, climate, Ac., iudlgeooas to onr State, and they 
should not bo squandered, misused, or exported. They are luxuries 
for our famines and onr guests, and we will be wise If we take timely 
and effectual measures to protect ourselves from being robbed of these 
blessings, which, like others, are only appreciated when lost, by traders 


and pot hunters, whoso love of gain only elevates them above the aborigi¬ 
nal dwellers in this paradise or game. b 

The following shipments from 8t. Paul alone last November and 
December emphasize lu a startling manner tbe foregoing words and 
will serve to coovlce the most Incredulous reader that we must act 
dfcciarvely now, If we would save for ourselves and our children these 
luxuries that it would seem the people east and south of us are willing 
to pay any price for. *

birds, were shipped from St. Paul during the two months named." 

Tbe figures show that during November and December last 
year, there were 7,409 carcasses u rid 5,000 bams of venison, 50 bears, 
3,200 rabbits and 26,000 birds shipped from St. Paul alone. At 
such a death rate, it Is but a question of a very short time to exter¬ 
minate the game of the State. 

Captain Bogardes. —Captain Bogardus gave an exhibition 
mutch at Ringwood Park, Clinton, Iowa, on Wednesday last, in 
which he was to break three hundred gluss balls in thirty minutes. 
To show that shooting glass halls does uot, as lias beeu claime d 
by some, injuriously affect shooting at birds, the captain at 
Galesburg, last week, killed fifty birds straight from two traps set 
forty yards apart, he standing midway between the two, facing 
one, firing, aud then turning and firing at the bird from the 
other.

A Trip to Iowa. 

Warren, Pa., 8ept., 1877, 

Editor CmcAoo Field.— “Blue Jay" Is right; there is much 
fun lu “anticipation.” In this section where a brace or two of 
grouse, a lonely woodcock and half a dozen squirrels are a good 
bag for half a day’s hard work, you cun sec that anticipated sport 
is what we enjoy most. Still we rub up the old Greener, break a 
a few gloss balls iu the close aeason, read the CmcAoo Fjkld, ad¬ 
vertisements and ail, and long fur the real genuine sport which 
you Western shots enjoy. This year bIx of our club resolved to 
test It by traveling over 1,000 miles to have a crack at the prairie 
chickens. Such zeal you will say needs rewarding, and perhaps 
you will give mo a spare corner in the Chicago Field to make a 
note of It. , 

Messrs. M. Waters, president of our club and president or our 
Citizen’s National Bank, Dr. McDermott and A. Hertzel, left last 
week for South Eastern Kansas with dogs and guns where they 
are now up to their knees iu the quail and chicken shooting. 3 

The other party Messrs. F. 11. Rockwell, I)r. D. V. Stranahan, 
and E. Cowan, of Warren, went earlier to Iowa, joining Messrs! 
J. Hitchcock, and A. J. Rockwell, of Ocouomowoc, Wisconsin 
(whose wives accompanied them.) We arrived at Clear Lake’ 
Iowa, August 14th, to be ready for the 1st day of legal shooting! 
Mr. Hitchcock is an old campaigner, and took us to Clear Lake as 
a place most likely for feathers ami fun. The others were new in 
tlie chicken business, and so were our dogs. Like “Will o’ the 
Wisp" we had a first-class specimen of the “noseless dog” as 
well as the break-shotterand chaser. But securing the guidanceof 
W. F. Bowie, clerk of the Lake House, with his brace of line 
fielders, old ‘ Fred" and young “Nell,” we were off at 4 o'clock 
of the next morning as bright as ever blest a prairie, In good con¬ 
dition for a day’s sport. How charmingly strange and new was 
everything to us! Even the sun apparently rising from a stub¬ 
ble-field, seemed larger and brighter than when peeping over the 
Allegheny forests and hills. The cool, pure breeze laden with 
the richness of a thousand prairie blossoms and harvest fields, 
gave us new life and strength as we bowled along behind a livery 
team to the shooting ground, six miles out of town at a rattling 
rate with many a jest and song. The broad, rolling prairie 
stretching away as far as the eye could reach with its wealth of 
golden grain just gathered in shock or stack, was grand as an 
ocean view to those of us who had hunted only amid forests and 
hills from youth to middle life. The man who has not taken it 
In, will miss a good thing if he refuses longer to “go West.” 

But the hunting ground is at hand. Bowie says: “I guess 
there’s ehickeus iu that grass,” and he geuerally guesses right. 
The guns are loaded, aud the dogs let loose. Away they range 
in splendid form, fresh and fierce for their first run. We move on 
ready and waiting. “Whoa there!" Fred or Nell or Di or Spot 
has winded a covey and come to a staunch point. Sec how splen¬ 
didly that dog stands, as rigid as marble, and a model for an 
artist! “Come up, boys,” says Bowie, and you should see the 
“raw recruits" making ready for our first chicken I Whlr-r, Mut¬ 
ter, flutter, and wliir-r they are up and off. Bang, hang, go the 
guns like a regular Xusilade all along a skirmish line. The old, 
steady shots drop'their doubles; the new comers get here and 
there one, and have a budget of excuses for their nervous fail¬ 
ures to bring a fair bird to bag. The lost birds flutter and sail 
away, only to be marked down and secured Bingly or in pairs as 
the gunners anddogs settle down more steadily to business. And 
so the day wears on to high noon, and a lunch and rest in the 
shade (if you can find a shade where shrubs aud trees have been 
strangers since the “dry land appeared”) till the evening and the 
stubble fields give us fine shooting and more birds. ‘Then we 
went back to the Lake House witli ehickeus enongh to feed the 
multitude, cracking many a joke at each other’s expense over our 
first day on the fertile prairies of Iowa. 

The birds iu that section wo were told were not ns plcuty as 
last year. Yet with an average of four guns we bagged about 
300 In four full days, and thought It a hunter’s paradise compared 
with onr bush shooting at home. Of course that didn’t match 
the figures we sometimes see in the Chicago Field, but it sat¬ 
isfied us for the beginning, hoping for bigger bags next year. 

Clear Lake is a beautiful body of water, nine miles long and 
one or more wide, well stocked with fish, and affording good duck 
shooting in the Spring and Fall. The village has 1,000 or more 
inhabitants, witli an occasional population much larger, ns the 
Methodist people make it their permanent' headquarters for camp 
meetings, and other religious convocations. a 

We found many other shootists on hand for the opening of the 
season. The train on which we arrived carried some twenty-five 
dogB, and twice that number of gunners stopping at all the towns 
along the road leading from Calmar to Algona. This fine agri¬ 
cultural country is newly settled, aud rather popular among sports¬ 
men. So great is the travel for sporting purposes that special 
“hunters’ tickets” are Issued for a little over half fare; guns 
and dogs carried free. The Lake House is a fair place to stay, 
and our friend Bowie, who is a jolly Scotchman, can furnish good 
dogs, do good shooting, or blow up the hapless fellow who knocks 
over a “shitepoke” with an unction worthy of the dialect of 
Burns. Mr. Turner, of 8t. Louis, makes this place an aunual 
visit with a fine string of dogs, while one of Black Ned’s strain 
was shot over by our party, being out of Dr. Leas’ Tacoo and 
Tlnk. Mr. A. A. Chouteau, of St. Louie, with his Doe aud Di, 
was there, thus early adding considerably to our enjoyment. He 
is a stockholder In the 8t. Louis Shell Compauy, a companiona¬ 
ble gentleman, and capital shot. When his dogs don’t find birds 
you can bet birds are scarce. Now we can better appreciate some¬ 
thing of your zeal in establishing chicken field trials, and hope 
to be there to see the next run. Such contests will benefit us all 
by giving us dogs for business, and not merely for show on tho 
bench, of which we in the East sometimes get at least one too 
many. 

One pleasant feature of our hunt was the presence of Mrs. 
Rockwell and Mrs. Hitchcock, who followed our team part of tho 
time lu the field, driving their own horse, marking down the birds, 
and allowing as much iuterest iu the sport as an ardent sports* 
—an. 

Au unpleasant Incident was seeing a huge rattlesnake in the 
grass between Mr. Hitchcock’s feet, and he had no high-top boots 
on either! Wasn’t that snake frightened, though! The Doctor 
proscribed an allopathic dose of blue pills, number 8, and pre¬ 
sented Mrs. H. witli a string of nine rattles as a reminder of that 
suake’s scare, and her husband's good luck.

Shooting Notes from England. 

PARTRIDGE SHOOTING. 

[from our Iteeidenl Correspondent.) 

London, Sept. 15, 1877. 

From the many reports I have received from various quarters, 
since partridge-shooting commenced, I am disposed to think that 
sport generally will be somewhat beneath the average. In Glouces¬ 
tershire, Somersetshire and Devonshire, the harvest Is forward, 
though a good deal of corn remains still uncut, so that It Is often . 
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quite impossible to follow tlie bird, except tlio standing corn is 
traversed. Tile coveys are said to be numerically strong, but 
“cheepers" are more plentiful than is usutd at this time of the 
vu# r. Ill Kent anil Essex, the birds, as a rule, are in a far more 
forward condition, while in Norfolk, Hertfordshire, Beds and 
Cambridgeshire tlioy are healthy and strong, but there are other 
districts, however, where the same complaints reach me ns from 
those counties situate further West, that the outstanding corn 
forms so many harbors of refuge for the birds, that making heavy 
hags Is next to Impossible, except in comparatively isolated cases. 
On very low lying lands the heavjt downpours of rain we 
I,live recently bad, havo proved futul in many cases to young cov¬ 
eys, drowning a great many; and the depressing effects of 
continuous wet and cold, proving equally fatal to others. Doubt¬ 
less better shooting will be experienced duriug next month. 

The rents of decent shooting in England are gradually rising 
to such a pitch that before many years morn have passed over our 
beads, few will be able to follow their love of the trigger beneath 
the degree of a millionaire. It is the custom to lament over par¬ 
tridge shooting as a sport, demoralized sinee “the good old days.” 
The absence of early morning shooting, and in some instances of 
dogs to Hud the gume, arc continually quoted to show the deter¬ 
ioration of sport, the most literal sense of tile word. The first 
drawback is inevitable. The siekle used to leave long knee-deep 
Stubbles, on which oirds would He till near mid-day, and which 
would offer sufficient cover to allow of near approach for a shot. 
The introduction of the “broad hook," which would reap (10 per 
cent, faster than the siekle, shaved the stubbles close enough 
many years ago; reaping machines go still further, and from this 
cause but indifferent, morning hugs can be made off the stubbles. 
A allot or so may be obtained as the covey rises; but. the main ob¬ 
ject Is now to drive them when they rise in the direction of some 
good “lying," where tficy may be found later ou with advantage. 
To work the stubbles over early in the day unsettles the birds and 
makes them wild, not only for the day, hut possibly for the re¬ 
mainder of the season. It was different when stubbles afforded 
cover; they could then be Hustled within shot at 0 a.m., and 
would but betake themselves to some other neighboring stubble 
where they could again tie found; but now to disturb them before 
they have made their morning feed, and are ready when roused 
io go into cover for the day, only does more barm than good. 
Thi* explains one of the changes of features in tile sport, to be 
regretted from a sportsman's point of view, but not to be avoided. 
Tin- system of “walking up” is more talked of than practiced. It 
is raved about because it is most heard of; the large hags reported 
In sporting and local prints are obtained in this way, and so the 
system gets unduly advertised; while the moderate bags of every 
ihiy sport, made over dogs in the old style, not being reported, 
arc aid reckoned by the public in learning the other side or the 
question. A landowner who stays north, or on the continent 
till Michaelmas, and so leaves Ids partridges untouched till then, 
resorts usually to this practice for two reasons; the fact of Ids 
being what he has been deserilied, makes tt probable that he pre¬ 
serves heavily, and so can produce a large head of game, and he 
loves to gratify himself and Ids friends with a battue-, also the 
birds will be wUd by that date, and a heavy bag may be obtained 
in no other way than by walking up with six or eight more guns 
in line, or by a drive. Of these last two the last is the most to 
he preferred, requiring as it does more skill, both outlie part of 
shooters and keepers, let quasi satirists prate as they will to the 
contrary; also it brings the old birds within range, which is what 
is most wanted with a view to the In-ceding season. In “walking 
tip," there is a mechanical action that destroys much of the in¬ 
terest; the “range," the “And," the “hack” of the sporting dog 
lire absent, even the beauty of seeing the welt-Hnished retriever 
tind ids winged bird is not witnessed, forthc line moves on at once, 
mid the keepers do the retrieving in the rear. But after all this 
style Is the exception, and not the rule, and but for beiug the 
mode In w hich the "Idg hags” of newspaper notoriety are oli- 
tained, would scarcely be heard of by the public. Of'the birds 
Hint have fallen this season, nine out. of every ten brace have 
'ten “downed" in the old fashioned way. The mail who is 
'at home" ou the "Hist" is not the sort of man to slaughter 
on one day that which will, with proper care, provide 
him [air sport for the month. Beside all the legitimate destroy¬ 
ers of the partridge, there are many who w ere, sail to relate, in 
advance of them illegitimately, else whence came the supplies, stiff 
mid cold, which hung in the poulterer's shops so early as 10 or 11 
■i.M., on the llrst of the month! Did any one ever find a broken 
leg or wing, or a shot in a bird bought on "the first'” Broken 
necks and unruffled plumage are the characteristics of all these 
iiirds. If game should ever be made property, an Indictment 
i-mild easily lie against many a respectable (!) poulterer for “re- 
rcivlng game, well knowing it to have been stolen.” As it Is, 
there is a palpable Haw in the letter of the present law, forthough 
there is a penalty for killing game out of season, there is none 
fur dealing in such game when the season has once commenced, 
though the dealer may know only too well that his purchases 
died before the legitimate hour. Poachers are of about four 
IrilH’s; (l) The poor mail who, in Ids poverty, takes for food the 
“ihl tilings of the Held; tlds variety, however, is rather a rara 
which, when found, should he preserved In a glass case rather 
Ihan a "stone jug.” (2) The loafing neer-do-weel, who prowls 
idinut and shoots,often enough among the coveys sitting still; this 
gentleman uses “calls,” and is well posted in every law wrinkle, 
i d The professional poacher, who works ivitli a gang and takes 
cut a license most religiofasly. ( 4 ) The gentleman poacher, who 
n-iits sonic paltry slip of shooting, by way of excuse for making 
mistakes, and If discovered trespassing, is always retrieving some 
11 iv I Ideal wounded bird. Though less injurious than No. 3, he is 
juorc difficult to deal with, from his very air of respectability and 
look of injured innocence when accused. Caiiautalus.

The Hautfokd (Coxx.) Game Club.— The Hartford game 
club la an organization composed of gentlemen well known in 
this city and vicinity as men who are fond of a day’s sport with 
gun or rod, and who are in favor of such laws as shall afford to 
all the privilege of taking fish and game in their proper seasons, 
and at the same time protect them from being killed or captured 
during their breeding period. Their efforts were first, directed 
toward securing suitable legislation, and in consequence it is be¬ 
lieved that the. statutes in reference to fish and game in Connecti¬ 
cut are better adapted to the purpose than those of any other 
New England State. But this is uot sufficient. Some one must 
lie on the look-out to see that these laws arc enforced. At a 
meeting of the club iu the Spring, it was decided that posters con¬ 
taining the essential features of the law should bo sown broad¬ 
cast throughout the eastern portion of the State where no game 
clubs are known to exist, so that no one might fail to observe the 
•"« through ignorance, and it may be said here that, one of the 
parties who has just been heavily fined for breaking tile law in 
Ashford, bad one of these very posters at tils house. These 
notices Mere sent to every town in Hartford, Windham, and Tol • 
laud counties, aud to most of those in Middlesex county. A re - 
ward of ten dollars was offered for such evidence as would pro¬ 
duce conviction of any one violating the law. Soon letters be¬ 
gan to arrive, stating that certain parties were infringing the law, 
but in each case the witnesses stated that they were so fearful 
of having their barns burned or their cattle or horses maimed or 
killed, if known to have given this information, that they were 
unwilling to aid in convicting the offender, or even to have their 
names mentioned ill connection with it. They begged the club 
to send a reliable detective for the purpose. This was accord¬ 
ingly done, and as a result of his operations, three of the most 
notorious of these fellows have been convicted and "heavily fined 
during the past week, anil the club has information of eight or 
ten more who will he prosecuted duriug the coming week, and 
who are certain to be convicted. It is evident that the game 
laws can he enforced If earnest efforts are made to do so. Of 
course all this requires n liberal outlay of moucy, and any per¬ 
sons throughout the State who may feel inclined to aid in the 
work can do so by becoming members of the club and paying the 
annual fee of five dollars, it Is believed that a strong central 
organization, by a liberal use of detectives, can accomplish inure 
than scattered clubs of few members in various parts of the ( 
State. If these marauders enn once be convinced that there ex¬ 
ists a determination to enforce the law by those who are able to 
do it, tlieywill cease to become laM r -breakers. simply because they 
will tind the amount of tines which they inny be compelled to pay, 
will fur exceed any probable profit which they may make from 
the sale of their birds. None of these men are true s|>ortsiuen, 
but most of them are hired by parties to procure game for the 
Bostou and New York markets .—Hartford Courant.

Should this place 
he selected, the Southern Minnesota Railroad would no doubt run 
a special hack each evening during the trials, should a mid-day 
rest render later evening work desirable. Leaving Chicago Ig- 
the C. M. & St. P. line at 8:30 r. m., sportsmen would be here by 
7 the next evening, and already our shooting brings us numbers 
of Eastern sportsmen cliring the season. With abundance of 
game, good hotel accomodation, and facility of access, I do not 
think Winnebago can he beaten for such a purpose.

As required by the instructions from Ordnance Office, 1 give 
below tl* details of the tests to which the revolvers have been 
subtec,ed : 

[details omitted.] 

The Colt revolver was first tired three hundred rounds with 
service ammunition, allowing it to cool after each hundred 
rounds. No difficulty was experienced from it, and only one 
cartridge failed to explode. This one was found to be defective 
in fulinin ate. 

The revolver was then laid in the snow, water poured over it, 
and it was allowed to remain in the weather three days and 
nights. When taken up again it was rusted considerably but 
worked perfectly. It was again fired up to two hundred rouuds, 
with two cartridges failing to explode. One of these exploded at 
second [rial and the other with the punch and hummer. 

The Colt and one of the Smith & Wesson were then fired for 
accuracy at fifty yards. A target of ten shots with each gave 
mean absolute deviation—for Colt, Ii.lt in; for the Smith & Wes¬ 
son, 4.3!) in. 

Both revolvers were then placed in a close box connected with 
the pulverizer, and well sanded. The sand did not affect the 
working of either. 

They were then fired at twenty-five yards distance for pene¬ 
tration. The average penetration for ten shots with each was— 
tortile Colt, 4.1 in.; for the Smith & Wesson, 3.3r> in. 

T lie Smith & Wesson was then fired one hundred rounds and 
the Colt two hundred rounds. No difficulty was experienced 
with either, only a slight increase in friction being noticeable in 
the Smith & Wesson. Uue cartridge failed to explode in the 
Colt and eight in the Smith & Wesson. The one failing in the 
Colt was exploded with a centre punch. Six of those failing in 
the SmiLh A Wesson exploded at second trial, one at third trial, 
und the other one was without fulminate. 

1 finally tried the "Leet" cartridges In tile Colt revolver to ascertain 
the effect of bursting through the cap, ns they bud donu with the Smith 
* Wesson. The cartridges were taken from the some box, und about 
twenty of lhern from the same package ns those that burst In the Smith 
&, Wessou revolvers, but out of eighty Bred none burst. At the same time, 
of four cartridges from this package Bred lu the Smith & Wesson revolver 
two burst us before. 

The Smith .t Wesson revolvers have beuo Bred respectively < 1811 , BOB and 
815 rouuds; the Colt about 800 rounds. The better working of the Colt Is 
noticeable throughout. No difficulty has beeu round with It, while tbs 
Smith & Wesson bus several times clogged to such au extent us to render It 
almost impossible to cock It. This clogging is most liable to occur In cold 
and dry weather, when the fouling is allowed to harden ou the piece 
The lengthening of the "collar" was Intended to overcome this liability 
to clog, as developed in the model now In ihu hands of the troops, and 
has. no doubt, reduced It. The cylinder stop is also an improvement, 
and thu strengthening of parts, which is the object of most of the changes, 
has ms a belter weapon than Ihe aid one, hot I still regard It as rather de¬ 
licate for general service. The two parts of this revolver which broke 
during the trial may have coutalued defects, hut these and other parte of It 
are of such a character as lu develop defects in the manufacture. 

A great objection to this arm is the difficulty of dismouutlog for cleaulng 
and re-assembling it. Though Improved in this respect by the marking of 
the gear and frame and the change in the rack, soldiers generally would still 
find it complicated. 

The only superiority it can claim over the Colt is the greater rapidity 
of ejecting the empty cases. I think that in the case of poor ammunition 
and the bursting of the heads of cartridges In I be two arms, the Smllb A 
Wessou could more readily he relieved from the consequent clogging than 
the Colt. 

In the Colt the number of the parts Is less, they are more elmple and 
stronger, and are not subjected to ns great strains as those In the Smith £ 
Wesson. It can be dismounted for cleaning hy drawing one screw and 
Blipping out the base pin, and reassembled with the same ease. 

1 have no hesitation in declaring the Colt revolver superior In most 
respects, and much hetlerudupled to the wants of the army Ibau the Smith & 
Wesson.
